“I am dismally disappointed with 
USDA taking this action. In the past 
several months we have worked In good 
faith trying to Increase research to find 
thB real answer to the brucellosis pro¬ 
blem. At a recent conference here in 
Austin, a USDA apokeBman from the 
Secretary’s level had assured ua that a 
quarantine “was not in the works.” In . 
addition, with the knowledge that the \ 
President's; budget position continues | 
to safe for phkae-qat of the program, I 
just can't get too concerned'over this 
mysterious letter, 

‘Tt Is just sn idle threaten scare tac¬ 
tic. This is nbt taking steps to finding 
solutions for ranchers who are working 
to control brucellosis, it does not take 
steps toward cutting the outrageous 
$100 million state and federal taxes 
spent to support an unworkable pro¬ 
gram.

penses and h arras ament that the pro¬

Some 200 cattlemen spread out 
through the halls of Congress and the 
agencies to outline NCA positions on 
major issues and to discuss first hand

^Thla annual event In Washington, 
putting working cattlemen in direct 
touch with their own lawmakers, is one 
resaon for the effectiveness of NCA and 
Its affiliated associations in the nation s

Here are some of the issues and 
topics discussed with legislative and 
regulatory officials: 

Government Fiscal Policies. Cat¬ 
tlemen supported maintaining provi¬ 
sions of tne 1081 tax legislation- 
including the 1968 tax rate cut.

Deficits need 
to be reduced in order to help improve 
the economy and reduce real interest 
rates; deficit reductions should come 
through across-the-board limits on 
government spending.

.lealth research. The brucellosis pro¬ 
gram should be funded at a lower level 
than in the past year but a higher level 
than first proposed for fiscal 1984.

Federal Land Bank 
Lowers Interest Rates

and 2 percent on rural residence and 
farm-related business loans, according 
to Thomas H. Benson, president. 

Effective May 1. 1988, the variable 
Interest rate on farm loans will be 11.00 
percent and the Interest rate charged 
on rural residence and farm related 
business loans will be 11.60 percent. 

"The adjustments follow reductions 
mode earlier this year," Benson said. 
On January 1,1988, the Bank's interest 
rate on farm and ranch Ioann web 
lowered to 1166 percent. The interest 
rate for rural residence and farm- 
related business loans was lowered to 
11.76 percent. Bank closed loan fees 
subsequently were reduced on 
February 26, 1988 from 4 to 2 percent 
on farm and ranch loans and from 7 to 4 
.percent on rural residence and farm- 
lelaled business loans. The fee reduc¬ 
tion was made possible, said Benson, by 
the decrease in the Bank'B cost of funds. 

The Federal Land Bank of Texas 
makes long-term real estate loans 
throughout the state through its 65 
Federal Land Bank Associations. The 
Bank currently hae $2.4 billion in loans 
ontstanding.

Service, total corn stocks In all posi¬ 


tions reached 187.6 million bushels, 35U

Total sorghum stocks of 121.9 million 
cwL were 78 percent above a year ago. 
State Statistician Doug Mur field 
reported that April sorgnum stocks 
were tho largest since 1969. 

"Stocks of most commodities are up

PIK Disposition Date 
Extension Possible 

Washington - U.S. Senator Roger 
W. Jepsen (R-Iowa) announced today 
that the Department of Agriculture has 
extended the final disposition date lor 
crops entered into the PK Program. 

On April 6, 1983, Senator Jensen 
wrote to Secretary of Agriculture John 
Block requesting this extension. In hli 
letter the Iowa Republican explained 
that an extension or 80 days or longer 
would not only keep conservation cover 
on the fields, but would preserve 
wildlife through the nesting season. 

"Being a wildlife enthusiast and con¬ 
servationist," Jepsen said, H I am ex¬ 
tremely pleased with this decision. The 
extension is available on a nationwide 
basis and farmers must individually file 
a request for extension with the local or 
state ASCS office. In addition, the 
farmer must-pay the cost for A8C8 to 
examine the field to ensure that the 
crops are not harvested for Bale," 

The extension applies only to email 
grains, such as oats, wheat, barley, and 
rice.
